Fatal Gas Was Nitrogen Dioxide, 
U. S. Warfare Cheniists Think. 


! 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The 
deadly brown gas which was re- 


sponsible for most of the deaths 
in the Cleveland hospital disaster 
was nitrogen dioxide, released by 
the burning X-ray fiHims, in. the 
opinion of chemists of the United 
States chemical warfare service. 

This gas, the chemists said, had 
long been a factor in industrial 
accidents, adding that previously 
the most sensational nitrogen diox- 
ide accidents had been associated 
with turret explosions on  battle- 
ships. 

Officials of the warfare service 
said that mixed with the nitrogen 
dioxide gas was probably some 
colorless, odorless carbon monoxide 
gas and also some bromine, which 
is similar in appearance to hydro- 
gen dioxide, : 

The action of nitrogen dioxide 
fumes is similar, the chemists said, 
to that of phosgene gas used dur- 
ing the war. Even small amounts, 
it was asserted, might result in 
death within a few hours. 


Underwriters Urge Use of Safety 
| X-Ray Film.

windstorm insurance companies. 

The action was taken by a three- 
judge Federal Court, which on 
April 13 made a ruling on an ac- 
tion brought by 155 companies.

Senate 


May 16.—-The 
Wisconsin voted 21 to 9§$ 
yesterday to repeal the state dry 
law, leaving only Gov. Walter J. 
Kohler’s signature necessary to 
wipe the measure off the statute 
books. 

Passage of the Grob-Schmidt 
bill: providfng for repeal of the 
Staje dry law by the Senate fol- 
lowed similar action by the lower 
house. The measure abolishes the 
State prohibition department and 
the dry laws but retains regula- 
tions that concern sale of liquor to 
minors. 

Repeal of the dry enforcement 
law was generally expected, fol- 
lowing a referendum April 2. At 
that time the voters favored re- 
peal by a majority of 142,000. At 
the same time they voted to legal- 
ize the manufacture of beer con- 
taini~g 2.75 per cent alcohol. 

A handful of dry Senators led 
by Senator Howard Teasdale, at- 
tempted to amend various phases 
of the Grob-Schmidt bill but their 
efforts were blocked. Senator Wal- 
ter S. Goodland, the administratior 
spokesman, vigorously urged pas- 
sage of the bill and denounced the 
efforts of drys to “cram the Fed- 
eral dry law down the throats of 
Wisconsin citizens and the citizens 
of 31 other states.” Senator Thom- 
as N. Duncan, Milwaukee Socialist, 
led the fight for repeal of the dry 
law. The “wets” predicted Gov. 
Kohler would affix his signature 
to the Grob-Schmidt bill without 
delay.

First He Asks That Ger- 
many Have Right to De- 
lay Payments to U. S. 
Two Years, if Necessary. 


RESERVES PRIVILEGE 
TO SEEK REVISION 


France and Britain Virtually 
Agree to Thcse Proposals 
—No Agreement Yet on 
First Instalhkment.

PARIS, May 16.—Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, Germany’s chief delegate 
at the Paris reparationg parley. 
agreed last nighi to the schedule 
of annuities which Owen D, Young 
suggests Germany should pay in 
hquidation of its war obligations, 
attaching two important conditions 
to his acceptance of them. 

First, he asks that Germany 
Dave the right to delay payments

for two years, if necessary, on the 
| portion of the annuities earmarked 
_for the war debts due the United 
States—the same privilege which 
the United States extended te its 
debtors in the war debt agreemertts 
made to them. 

His second condition is that, if at 
the end of two years the financial 
and economic condition of Ger- 
many demands further delay the 
bank for international settlements, 
or a committee appointed by it, 
shall have the right to recommend 
reconsideration of the annuities. 

These conditions were practical- 
ly accepted last night by the Brit- 
ish and French delegations, follow- 
ing presentation by Sir Josiah 
Stamp, chief British delegate, of 
the final report of the experts. The 
Belgians and Italians, however, are 
still hesitating over acceptance of 
Schacht’s conditions. 


The British and French are pre- 
pared to accept the German con- 
ditions because they are hedged 
about with three safeguards from 
the allied viewpoint. san the first 
place, they know that Germany will 
seek neither a moratorium nor, in 
an extreme case, revision of annui- 
ties unless prepared to accept the 
consequences upon Cermany’s 
credit. 

Secondly, the international bank, 
or any committee it might appoint, 
will be dominated by Germany's 
creditors, who would recommend 
revision Only in case of necessity. 

Thirdly, the creditor govern- 
ments concerned will have a 
chance to veto such revision. 

Schacht further asked, in an an 
nex to the report drafted by Sir 
Josiah, that Germany be freed 
from all present control, including 
that exercised by its creditors 
through the $3,811,000,000 in Ger- 
man railroad and industrial bonds 
now held by the Reparations Com- 
mission to guarantee German pay- 
ments. under the Dawes plan. 
Schacht made clear that he want- 
ed to take back these bonds to the 
German people as a sort of trophy 
along with assurance of evacuation 
of the Rhineland. 

In return Schacht has offered

WAR, ECONOMIST SAYS 


Barring ‘Illusory, Barren Debts,’ 
Position Is Little Changed, 
He Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 16. — The 
World War was not so important 
a factor in the growt4 of the Unit- 
ed States as a creditor nation as 


may, perhaps, have been thought, 
Virgil Jordan, chief economist of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board, declared today. 

Speaking at the thirteenth an- 
nual meeting in a symposium on 
“American Industry in the New 
Economic World Currents,” Jordan 
gaid: “If we leave out the illusory 
and barren debts arising out of the 
war and count only our,net invest- 
ment of reproductive capital, it 
may fairly be said that the net 
creditor position of the United 
States today is about what it would 
have been if there had been no 
war, and if the tendencies evident 
in the 15 years from the beginning 
of the century. to 1914, had con- 
tinued. 

“The natural growth of our for- 
eign investments during the last 15 
years probably would have been 
more rapid than in the earlier 
period because of our rapid indus- 
trial expansion, even though, ex- 
cept for the war, other countries 
would have participated financial- 
ly in this expansion on a large 
scale, as they had been doing fora 
century.” 

The inability of European nations 
to expend industrially, their finan- 
cial demands upon the United 
States. the expansion of our bank- 
ing resources and the _ increased 
buying of securities by the United 
States public, he continued, were’ 
important, but circumstantia! fac- 
tors in the growth of the creditor 
position of this country and the 
placine of it in the position it now 
occupies in international financial 
affairs. 

“That pvsition, however,” he 
said, “is not so advanced as we 
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commoniy imagine, at least in com- 
parison with our resources and with |

“At least two-thirds of the orig- 
final nominal value of these debts 
har already been written off. and 
the task with which the experts in 
Paris are now struggling ‘s to as- 
certain not only how much more 
of them to write off, but how to 
transform the remainder into a re- 
productive debt through an inter- 
national bank which can mobilize 


and convert them into productive

The bond issue re- 
volving fund has been tied up 
chiefly by the Olive street widea- 
ing, but about $2,000,000 should be 
released from that soon for some 
other project, such as extension of 
Twelfth boulevard northward. To 
expedite other important street 
projects, $8,000,000 more is needed 
as a vevolving fund, but another 
means might be to reduce delays 
in the courts. 

Rapid Transit—A number of car 
lines have been rerouted. as sug- 
gested by the plan commission but 
more rerouting is needed, as pro- 
posed lately by the Transportation 
Survey Commission, much of it de- 
pending on the major street plan. 

Railroad Transportation—Elim- 
ination of grade crossings of major 
streets is being carried out and 
the report several years ago of a 
special survey group stands as a 
good guide to railroad develop- 
ment, which must be done largely 
by the railroads themselves. 


Zoning — St. Louis, in 1918, 
adopted the second comprehen- 
sive zoning ordinance in the coun- 
try, which stood for five years until 
invalidated. Many buildings were 
erected in an ensuing two-year 
hiatus that would have been pro- 
hibited under the old law, creat- 
ing a “potential blighted area be- 
tween Grand boulevard and Kings- 
highway” by spoiling usefulness of 
the property for its original resi- 
dential purpose. The old zoning 
law served to wipe out the blight- 
ed district between Twelfth and 
Yrand boulevards by directing light 
industry there. Commerce, indus- 
try and apartment houses cannot 
fill the section between Grand and 
Kingshighway, so it must be pre- 
served for residential use and the 
whole city must be guarded under 
the 1925 zoning law against de- 
terioration. 


Recreational Facilities — Play- 
grounds, parks, recreation fields 
and parkways have been planned 
and several citizens have donated 
land, but 15 
and three more 
parks are recommended under the 
bond issue. It is a mistake, how- 
ever, to think recreational facili- 
ties should be paid for entirely 
with bond funds, as special tax as- 
sessments should be made, and a 
special] division of the municipal 
tax rate for these facilities would 
make greater progress possible. 

Grouping of Public Buildings— 
The Memorial Plaza project has 
been undertaken and eventually 
two more public buildings can be 
located there. 


Improving the city’s appearance 
—Approaches to the Municipal and 
McKinley bridges should be beau- 
tified. The City Counselor has 
ruled that the 1923 bond item of 
$2,600,000 for Union Station Plaza, 
the site of which is being acquired, 
can be devoted to development of 
the plaza as well as the purchase 
of land. For the central river front 
project the commission has recom- 
mended acquisition of all property 
bounded by the river, Franklin 
avenue and Third and Spruce 
streets, together with a traffic ar- 
tery, double-d*°cked on the Third 
Street edge and extending to Thir- 
teenth and Mullanvnhy and Thir- 
teenth and Geyer. Ultimate cost of 
the plan, which can be carried »ut 
by degrees, is $50,000,000, of which 
$17,000,000 would come from as- 
sessment of a benefit area, $17,000,- 
000 through excess condemnation, 
if that power is granted fully by 
the Legislature, and $16,000,000 
from a new bond issue. 

The character of a city plan, 
public understanding of it and of- 
ficial co-operation in it affect its 
consummation, Bartholomew de- 
clared. ~He indicated that condi- 
tions had made possible a plan for 
St. Louis of high character and said 
thorough co-operation had been 
obtained from the city government. 
As to public understanding, he 
praised the civic needs luncheons 
and said: 

“St. Louis ranks second to none 
among American cities in its de- 
gree of civic consciousness. The 
citii'ens take a profound interest in 
public affairs. We have the Cham. 
ber of Commerce, the Real Est:te 
Fixchange and numerous crganiza- 
tions interested in their own types 
of work, but none devoted wholly 
to public understanding of. public 
affairs except the Bureau of Mu- 
nicipal Research in finance. The 
Council of Civic Needs is the ~ort 
of thing other cities have and St. 
Louis needs, to create public un- 
derstanding. 

“The City Plan Commission has 
to take the initiative and thereby 
often incurs the enmity of an of- 
ficial or board having a subject di- 
rectly in charge; an impasse is cre- 
ated. There is bound to be fric- 
tion unless the commission is given 
more than permissive power. We 
need to have things referred to the 
cCmmission for its expression. If 
that isn’t done there can be no con- 
tinuity of the plan. A city is at a 
dangerous age as it approacues the 


1,000,000 population mark. In’a 
smaller city. there is a more 
harmoinous working together of 
the elements in the city plan 


Needs Of an extremely large city 
are greater in proportion to popu- 
lation than in a smaller city. 
Says Regional Planning Is Needed. 

“We need here a permanent as- 
sessment board for condemnation, 
to work more efficiently and ex- 
peditiously than our procedure of 
separate commissions. We need to 
speed up court work on condem- 
nation, + 

“The American city today is 
bounded by the radius of the au- 
tomobile or rapid transit. You 
have seen St. Louis grow to a ra- 
dius of 15 or 20 miles. We've rot 
to begin to think in terms of this 
larger city—regional planning, not 
city planning.” 

Batholomew mentioned work at 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Los Angeles as examples of 


more playgrounds | 
neighborhood | 


modern regional. planning. The 
first three cities have had their 
plans financed privately, but Los 
Angeles has created a county Re- 
gional Planning Commission, which 
has set up a regional highway 
plan of more than 3000 miles, in- 
cluding main city streets. The 
Chicago plan extends from Wis- 
consin to Indiana, the speaker 
went on, and almost as many miles 
of major thoroughfares have been 
dedicated voluntarily there as the 
270 miles of major streets in St. 
Louis. Westchester County, N. Y., 
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he said, recently acquired 16,000 
acres of outer. parks, relying on the 
increase of land values they will 
bring to finance such things as a 
new courthouse. Existing Missouri 
laws make it possible to”establish 
an outer park system here by vote

“forcat”’ is a bandit and a despera- 
do who has killed his man, while 
the ‘‘relegues’ are petty’ thieves 
who have been sent out of France 
on account of the number of their 
convictions. 

Bitter hatred exists between the 
two classes of prisoners, and they 
are kept apart in separate camps. 

There is, further, a class of lib- 
erated prisoners who, however, are 
forbidden to return to France for 
10 years after the expiration of 
their sentence. They live in the 
villages surrounding the pens, and 
often have their wives and chil- 
dren with them.or have married | 
natives of Guiana. Few men are 
kept behind bars. Most of them 
walk about in the settlements quite | 
unmolested. The percentage of es- 
capes is low. 

In the last 10 years, only six men 
have succeeded in fighting their 
way to treedom through the pois- 
onous and reptile-infested jungles | 
and marshes of Guiana. Of these 
six, two landed on foreign terri- 
tory where laws of extradition ex- 
ist and they were returned. Blood- 
hounds and armed guards general- 
ly suffice to bring back any break- 
outs.

She owned a dress that was two 
years old. In that period of time 
she wore the dress about nine or 190 
times. The fabric was very deli- 
cate. She wanted to have this 


' WOMAN appeared in court with 


dress dyed. She consulted the clean- 


ers and dyérs about it. They agreed 
to produce the color she had se- 
lected. In dyeing the dress, after 
several weeks, she was informed 
that the material did not take the 
dye and in fact, the dress fell to 
pieces. The question raised was that 
there was a breach of warranty. 

If the dyeing was done at the 
owner's risk, then the dyers would 
be exempt from all liability. Proof 
as to the exercise of a reasonable 
amount of care introduced at the 


|trial would be necessary. If, how- 


ever, the dyers gave an absolute 
Warranty that they would return 
the dress in perfect condition, then 
the owner can bring an action for 
damages on a breach of warranty. 
The measure of damages would be 
the difference between the actual 
value or the dress at the time of 
the purchase’and the value at the 


time it was givén to the dyers. It 


is the presumption that wear and 
tear would depreciate the value o? 
the dress. .

fraudulent misrepresentation. A 
warranty on the sale of a chattel is 
not a legal fact, a promise that the 
subject of sale corresponds with the 
warranty in title, soundings or oth.- 
er quality to which it relates. 

In every sale of goods there is an 
implied warranty if the title to 
the article is in the vendor. No 
such inplied warra ty exists as to 
the quality of the object solid. 
There is an expression in way, 
“caveat emptor,” which governs a 
Sale which means that the buyer 
should “beware.” If the seller has 
by fraudulent misrepresentations 
induced the purchaser to buy the 
chattel, the latter may within a rea- 
sonable time restore the chattel. He 
may also rescind his contract and 
recover the money which he has 
paid. 

The true rule seems to be that 
the plaintiff can recover the differ. 
ence between the real value of the 
article if it were as warranted and 
its actual value ‘with the defect of 
which the vendee complains.
